WHEREAS  by  an  Act  of  the  Legislative  Council 
of  British  Columbia,  entitled  “The  Constitu- 
tion Act,  1871,”  it  is  among  other  things  provided  as 
follows  : — 

“3.  The  E.\ccutive  Council  of  British  Columbia 
“ shall  be  composed  of  such  persons  as  the  Governor 
“ from  time  to  time  thinks  lit,  not  exceeding  live,  and 
“ in  the  first  instance  shall  include  the  following 
“ Ollicers,  namely; — the  Colonial  Secretary,  the 
“ Attorney- General,  and  the  Chief  Commissioner  of 
“Lands  and  Works. 

“ -1.  When  either  of  the  offices  held  by  the  last 
“ mentioned  Officers  becomes  vacant,  that  is  to  s.ay, 
“the  olKce  of  Colonial  Secretary,  of  Attorney-Geue- 
“ ral,  or  of  the  Chief  Commissioner  of  Lands  and 
“ Works,  by  the  death,  removal,  or  resignation  of  the 
“ present  occupants,  the  Goveruor  may  appoint  Oa.- 
“ cers  to  hold  such  offices  respectively  during  plea- 
“ sure,  and  may  from  time  to  time  appoint  other  or 
“ additional  oflicers  to  be  members  of  the  Executive 
“ Council,  and  to  hold  office  during  jileasure,  and  the 
“ Goveruor  in  Council  may  from  lime  to  time  pre- 
“ scribe  the  duties  of  those  officers  and  of  the  several 
“ Departments  over  which  they  shall  preside,  or  to 
“ which  they  shall  belong,  and  of  the  officers  and 
“ clerks  thereof.” 

And  whereas  it  is  expedient  to  prescribe  the  duties 
of  the  Colonial  Secretary,  the  Attorney-General,  and 
the  Chief  Commissioner  of  Lands  and  Works,  and  of 
the  several  Departments  over  which  they  shall  re- 
spectively preside,  and  of  the  Oflicers  and  Clerks  of 
the  said  Departments  respectively: 

His  Excellency  the  Lieutenant-Governor,  by  and 
with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Executive  Coun- 
cil, doth  hereby  order,  direct,  and  declare  : — 

Colonial  Secretary. 

That  the  duties  of  the  Colonial  Secretary  shall  be 
as  follows : — 

1.  The  said  Colonial  Secretary  shall  have  the  man- 
agement and  direction  ol  the  Department  of  Colonial 
Secretarv. 

2.  He 'shall  have  the  custody  of  the  Public  Seal  of 
the  Province,  and  shall  affix  the  same  to  such  docu- 
ments, and  no  other,  as  by  law  he  may  be  authorised 
to  do. 

3.  He  shall  have  charge  of  the  Provincial  corres- 
pondence, keep  all  State  records  and  papers,  not 
specially  transferred  to  otlier  Departments,  and  shall 
perform  such  other  duties  as  shall  from  time  to  time 
be  assigned  to  him  by  the  Lieuteuani-Goveriior  in 
Council. 

4.  He  shall  register  all  Instruments  of  Summons, 
Commissions,  Letters  I'atent,  \\  riis,  and  other  In- 
slrninents  and  Documents  issued  under  the  Public 
Seal  of  the  Province. 

5.  He  shall  countersign  all  cheques  issued  by  the 
Treasury,  on  behalf  of  the  Province,  for  ])ayments 
duly  authorized  by  the  Licutenant  Governor,  except 
when  absent  from  the  City  of  Victoria,  or  prevented 
from  attending  his  office  by  illness,  when  such  counter- 
signature  shall  be  made  by  the  Assistant  Colonial 
Secretary,  as  hereinafter  provided. 

6.  He  shall  ]>repare,  in  each  year,  the  Estimates  of 
Revenue  and  Expenditure  for  the  following  year. 

7.  He  shall  cause  a proper  record  to  be  kept  of  all 
correspondence  received  by  him  on  J’roviucial  ser- 


vice, and  shall  attach  his  signature  to  all  letters, 
papers,  memoranda,  or  documents  leaving  the  Colo- 
nial Secretary’s  Office,  excejit  in  his  absence  or  illness 
as  aforesaid,  when  the  signature  of  the  Assistant 
Colonial  Secretary  shall  be  attached  to  such  docu- 
ments. 

8.  He  shall  have  the  supervision  and  control  of  the 
Printing  Branch  of  the  Colonial  Secretary’s  Depart- 
ment, and  of  the  printing  of  all  public  documents, 
proclamations,  notices,  and  other  matters. 

9.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Colonial  Secretary  to 
oversee  and  direct  tlic  officers  and  servants  of  the 
Treasury  and  Audit  Departments  respectively,  and  to 
see  that  they  do  respectively  perform  their  duties 
faithfully  and  honestly.  The  Colonial  Secretary 
shall  see — 

(1.)  That  all  Revenue  belonging  to  the  Province, 
by  whomsoever  collected,  be  paid,  as  soon  as 
possible,  and  received  into  the  Treasury  and 
accounted  for: 

(2.)  That  all  payments  made  on  behalf  of  the  Go- 
vernment are  duly  examined  and  checked  by  the 
ollicers  of  the  Treasury; 

(3.)  That  accurate  and  proper  accounts  of  all  mo- 
neys received,  and  all  expenditures  made  on 
behalf  of  the  Government,  are  kept  by  the  officers 
of  the  Treasiuy,  and  duly  audited  by  the  Audit 
branch  of  his  De|)artment ; 

(4.)  That  financial  statements  or  returns  be  made, 
W'henever  required  by  the  Lieutenant-Governor, 
or  any  head  of  a Department; 

(5.)  That  a weekly  statement  of  the  balance  in 
hand  be  made  out  and  laid  before  the  Lieutenant- 
Governor  : 

(G.)  That  all  moneys  received  at  the  Treasury  be 
paid,  as  soon  as  possible  alter  the  receipt  tln-reof, 
into  the  Bank  of  British  Columbia,  or  .-uch  other 
Bank  as  the  Lieutenaut-Goveruor  maj'  direct; 

(7.)  That  no  cheques  be  issued  out  of  the  Treasury, 
except  in  pursuance  of  warrants  under  the  hand 
of  the  Lieutenant-Governor. 

Assistant  Colonial  Secretary. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Assistant  Coloii’al  Secre- 
tary. and  he  shall  have  authority  (sub^’ect  always  to 
the  head  of  the  Department)  to  oversee  and  direct  the 
other  |officers  and  servants  of  the  Department;  he 
shall  h.ave  the  general  control  of  the  business  of  the 
Department,  and  in  the  absence  of  the  Colonial  Secre- 
tary, and  during  such  absence,  may  suspend  from  his 
duties  any  ofticcr,  clerk,  or  servant  of  the  Depart- 
ment who  refuses  or  neglects  to  obey  his  directions 
as  such  Assistant  Colonial  Secretary. 

2.  Whenever  the  Colonial  Secretary  shall  be  absent 
from  the  City  of  Victoria,  or  shall  be  prevented  from 
attending  his  office  by  reason  of  illness,  the  Assistant 
Colonial  Secietary  shall  be  empowered  to  sign  all 
correspondence,  documents,  cheques,  and  vouchers 
which,  in  the  ordinary  course  of  business  and  in 
accordance  with  the  foregoing  order,  should  be 
signed  by  the  Colonial  iSecretarj-.  ' 

Clerks. 

It  shall  be  the  dutj'  of  the  Clerks  in  the  Department 
to  obey  and  carry  out  the  instiuctions  of  the  Colonial 
Secretary  and  of  the  Assistant  Colonial  Secretajy,'in 
relation  to  any  matter  or  business  belonging  to  the 
Dejiartment  of  Colonial  Secretary;  and,  also,  to  per- 
form such  duties  as  may  be  required  of  them  from 
time  to  time,  or  at  any  time,  by  the  head  of  any  other 
Department  to  whom  their  services  may  have  been 
assigned  temporarily  by  the  Colonial  Secretary,  or 
the  Assistant  Colonial  Secretary. 

A T T 0 R N E Y-  G K X E R a I. . 

The  duties  of  the  Attoriiey-General  shall  be  as 
follows  : — 

He  shall  be  the  official  legal  adviser  of  the  Lieuten- 
ant-Governor, and  the  legal  uicmboF  of  the  Executive 
Council  of  British  Columbia.  It  shall  be  his  duty  to 
see  that  the  administration  of  public  affairs  is  in  ac- 
cordance with  law.  He  shall  advise  the  Lieutenant- 
Governor  upon  the  Legislative  Acts  and  i>roccediugs 
of  the  Legislative  Assembly  of  British  Columbia; 
and,  generally,  advise  the  Lieutenant-Governor  ui>on 
all  matters  of  law  referred  to  him  by  the  Lieutenant- 
Governor.  He  shall  advise  Hie  heads  of  the  several 
Departments  of  the  Government  u])on  all  matters  of 
law  connected  with  such  Dejiartments,  on  being 
requested  by  them  respectively  so  to  do.

Chief  Co.mmissioner  of  LaxoS  and  Work.s. 


Whenever  the  (hiief  Gommis.sioner  of  Hands  and 
Works  .«hall  be  absent  from  the  City  of  Victoria,  or 
shall  be  i)revenlc(l  from  attending  his  oliice  by  reason 
of  illness,  the  Surveyor-General  shall  be  empowered 
to  sign  all  correspondence,  docninents,  cheques,  and 
vouchers  which,  in  the  ordinary  course  of  business 
and  in  accordance  with  the  foregoing  order,  should 
be  signed  by  the  Chief  Coin.nissioner  of  Lands  and 
Works. 

Accountant. 

It  shall  bo  the  special  duty  of  tho  Accountant  to 
keep  the  accounts  of  the  Department,  in  such  manner 
as  may  be  prescribed  by  the  Chief  Commissioner  of 
Lands  and  Works;  to  examine  vouchors  and  financial 
returns  from  the  Assistant  Commissionor.s  through- 
out the  Province,  and  prepare  and  furnish  weekly 
collectorato  returns  to  the  Colonial  Secretary,  and 
whenever  required,  lie  shall  also  assist  in  the  gene- 
ral work  of  the  Department,  w'heii  so  required  by  the 
Chief  Commissioner  of  Lauds  and  Works. 


The  Chief  Commissioner  of  Lands  and  Works  shall

kee])  proper  records  thereof. 

He  snail  keep  records  of  all  leases  and  pre-emp- 
tions, and  all  pajiers  not  specially  transferred  to  other 
Departments,  and  shall  prepare  and  issue  all  Crown 
Grants  of  lands  in  the  Province,  duly  recording  all 
documents  connected  with  such  issue  ; and  shall 
])erform  such  other  duties  as  shall  from  time  to  lime 
be  assigned  to  him  by  the  Lieutenant-Governor  in 
Council. 

It  shall  be  his  duty  to  superintend  the  carrying  out, 
in  all  its  details,  of  any  plan  or  scheme,  for  promoting 
Immigration,  which  the  Government  may  set  on  foot, 
or  in  which  the  Government  may  decide  to  co-operate 
with  the  Dominion  Government. 

lie  shall  suiicrintend  the  construction  and  repair  of 
roads,  bridges,  and  buildings  for  the  public  service, 
and  for  that  purpose  shall  cause  ])laus  aud  specifica- 
tions of  such  works  to  be  prepared  ; and  shall,  whoii 
the  Lieutenant-Governor  in  Council  shall  so  deter- 
mine, invite  tenders,  and  award  coutracls,  and  make 
and  enter  into  agreements  with  contractors,  and  shall 
examine  and  receive  or  reject  any  work  done  under 
such  contracts,  aud  make  payments  therefor. 

He  shall,  in  all  ]iroper  cases,  grant  permission  to 
apiilicants  to  pre-empt  any  unocenpied,  unsurveyed, 
and  unreserved  Crown  Lands  ; issue  Crown  Grants; 
and  grant  leases  of  Crown  Lands. 

He  shall,  under  instructions  from  the  Lieutenant- 
Governor  in  Council,  receive,  deal  with,  and  distiose 
of  all  apjilications  for  rights  of  ferry,  and  bridge 
rights,  privileges,  and  concessions. 

lie  shall  have  charge  of  all  surveys  made  through- 
out the  Province,  by  or  on  behalf  of  the  Government, 
and  of  the  preparation  of  all  maps  that  it  may  be  in- 
tended to  issue  us  official  maps. 

It  shall  be  his  duty  to  oversee  and  direct  the  Assis- 
tant Commissioners  of  Lands  and  'Works  throughout 
the  Province,  and  to  issue  instructions  to  them,  and 
to  receive  reports  and  returns  from  them. 

It  shall  he  his  duty  to  dispose  of  all  useless  orwmrn 
out  material  by  Auction,  unless  a sale  thereof  by 
private  contract  shall  he  specially  authorized  by  the 
Lieutenant-tfovernor  in  Council. 

It  shall  be  his  duty  to  account  for,  and  pay  into 
the  Treasury,  all  moneys  received  by  him,  or  any 
person  or  jiersons  on  his  beiialf,  as  soon  as  possible. 

Harvey  or-Gcncral. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Surveyor-General,  gene- 
rally, to  carry  out  the  instrnctions  fi'om  time  to  lime 
given  to  him  by  the  Chief  Commissioner  of  Lands 
and  Works;  and,  particularly,  to  superintend  the 
execution  of  all  iirotessional  work  required  to  be  done 
in  or  by  the  Department.  And  he  shall  h.ave  authority 
(subject  always  to  the  head  ol'  the  Department)  to 
oversee  and  direct  the  other  officers  and  servants  of 
the  Dciiartment.  He  shall  have  the  general  control 
of  the  business  of  the  Department,  and  in  the  absence 
of  the  Chief  Commissioner  of  Lands  and  Works,  and 
during  such  absence,  may  susiiend  from  his  duties 
any  officer,  clerk,  or  servant  of  the  Department  who 
refuses  or  neglects  to  obey  his  directions  as  such 
Hurveyor-General.

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  clerks  and  other  ser- 
vants belonging  to  the  Department  of  Lands  and 
Works  to  obey  and  carry  out  the  instructions  of  the 
head  of  the  Department,  or  of  the  Surveyor-General, 
in  relation  to  any  matter  or  business  belonging  to  the 
Department  of  Lauds  and  Works ; and,  also,  to  per- 
form such  other  duties  as  may,  from  time  to  time,  or 
at  any  time,  be  required  of  them  by  the  head  of  any 
other  Department  to  whom  their  services  may  have 
been  assigned  temporarily  by  the  Chief  Commissioner 
of  Lands  and  Works.
